Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record, i.e., references listed on PTO-892 and PTO-1449 forms, teach the 
production of acetic acid by carbonylation of methanol or a derivative thereof, with 
carbon monoxide, in the presence of an iridium catalyst, ruthenium promoter, methyl 
iodide co-catalyst, methyl acetate, and water. The closest prior art, however, fails to 
teach or fairly suggest recycling a liquid fraction from the flash separation stage to the 
carbonylation reaction zone, wherein the concentration of carbon monoxide in the low- 
pressure off-gas is maintained according to the formula recited in the independent 
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claim. There is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art to maintain the carbon 
monoxide concentration according to the formula recited, and in relation to the 
concentration of ruthenium in the liquid reaction composition.
